But getting 
them into Gettysburg for a four days 
celebration and taking care of them 
wnile here, well that's another ques- 
tion. 


A dispatch from Treutou last week

aud meetings in the town, home pre- 
parations for earning events, tbe de- 
velopment of the tourist trade, the en- 
couragement of industrial 
develop- 


ments and civic improvements. These 
purposes are such as (o appeal to every- 
one Interested In his own towu. Lack 
of money for the necessary work to be 
done has always handicapped previ- 
ous organizations and to overcome 
this to some extent the active mem- 
bership fee has been fixed at ¥10 and 
a contributing membership at 95. 
The purposes are believed to be such 
as will attract a large membership. 
Last week letters were svut to the 
business and professional citizens of 
tbe town aud vicinity and already a 
membership of about twenty has been 
assured.

We cannot 
escape by saying they did not fairly 
represent the public schools, for by 
actual statistics 90 per cent, were edu- 
cated in the public schools, with an 
average attendance of 119 mouths, or

The compulsory educational law is 


defensible only in proportion to tbe ex- 
cellence of results obtained. Viewed 
over the tripod of an 84 per ceut. fail- 
ure, there is more than a modicum of 
justice iu the position of the hardhead- 
ed tradesman, who resents his sou's 
being compelled to serve his appren- 
ticeship in a school selected by some 
one else. 


It is said that there was a bus.v 


hardworking mother who did every- 
thing for the seven children that » 
poor mao's wife must do. In clothing 
tneiri she selected good material, the 
style was iu good taste and the work- 
manship was above the average of 
home dressmakers 
When the gar- 


ments were nicely flntsned with the 
exception of buttons aud buttonholes, 
sue allowed the stress of other duties, 
whose number was legion, to take her 
from her sewing ; aud morning after 
moiniug (our little girls presented 
themselves iu school with a long row 
of pins placed neatly about one inch 
apart aud extending from neck to be- 
low waist line fivery morning that 
unfinished task rose up as a stumbling 
block, for the children could neither 
help themselves nor help one another 
The teacher asked why her children 
were tardy and was told that it took 
eo long to dress them all. Hue asked 
wuy she did not sew buttons ou their 
clothes, aud was told that she did not 
have time. 


In this bit of life there is a close 


parallel to some of tbe public school 
teaching. Teachers make earnest pre- 
paration through many years of train- 
ing, the homes furnish a good grade of 
raw material, tbe public pays a reason- 
able compensation, the child himself 
brings to the scene a fine enthusiasm ; 
and the process begins. All labor 
faithfully, in fact the public la con- 
vinced that teachers as a class are un- 
surpassed iu energy and devotion to 
thetr work. But when some or even 
9-10 of the work is done we allow our- 
selves to be crowded ou to the next, 
or figuratively speaking, we atop short 
of sewing on the buttons. And the re- 
sult is tbe same as m household 
economy. We fail to give the "seventy 
times seven" drill that gives a work- 
ing knowledge of the subject 
This 


working knowledge is the only brand 
of knowledge iu which the public is 
interested. A bank clerk, adding a 
long column of figures, receives and 
merits no compensation for knowing 
that six aud eight are 14 and occasion- 
ally sayiug 13. In other words, our 
pupils will be paid for exactly what 
they execute, not what they may know 
but do not make use of. The business 
world is too busy to listen to any ex- 
planation a& to why they said six and 
eight are thirteen. John simp.y must 
be accurate in execution or John is an 
economic failure. If the bank must 
employ a &ecoud man to go over John's 
accounts to know whether they are 
correct, ol what value is John? He 
steps down and out to swell the ranks 
of the dissatisfied, disgruntled incom- 
petents. 


We inaugurate aud 
incultate a 


standard of efficiency that is not the 
standard of the world in which our 
people must struggle for existence and 
where only the litest survive. In fact, 
the standard 
of efficiency 
of our 


schools has but one other parallel- 
that of a fond mother who sees in 
every eriort of her child a heroic ef- 
fort, aud iu every achievement the ear 
marks of genius. Not but what this 
in a mother is a beautiful thing ; but 
his mother is giving him enough of 
that, and when he comes to school be 
needs some one whose judgment is 
less obscured by sentiment. But we 
all love a child, aud it is hard to meas- 
ure him by the standard of a unseuti- 
ruental public, that is interested only 
in results. 
But we must do it, and if

The Legislature of Pennsylvania of 


1911 passed a new stallion law which 
Is largely being put into operation at 
the present time. Every stallion and 
jack used for breeding purposes must 
be licensed. The obtaining of a license 
is not an optional matter with the 
owner but must be obtained and no li- 
cense under previous laws will suffice. 
The license Is issued by the State Live 
Stock Sanitary Board and can be re- 
fused for certain reasons and Is re- 
corded in the Prothouotary's office, is 
good for a year, must be renewed an- 
nually but need not be recorded again. 
The act provides that a violation of 
the act is punishable with a fine not 
to exceed $50 or if price is not paid 
imprisonment 
The license must be 


displayed in a conspicuous manner in 
place where animal is kept and an ex- 
act copy of the license certificate must 
be included in every bill, poster and 
advertisement pui out except newspa- 
per advertisement which need only to 
contain the class and number of the 
license certificate.
